These proposed supplemental appropriations are necessary (1) to
provide for 3 additional positions in the Office of the Clerk of the
District Court for the District of Columbia to expedite the work of
the court, and (2) to provide for 10 additional positions in various
offices of the United States courts in the District of Columbia and
for reclassification of 10 existing positions in the Office of the Register
of Wills and Clerk of the Probate Court.
These proposed supplemental appropriations implement recommen-

dations of the Judicial Conference made since the budget was prepared.
I recommend that the foregoing proposed supplemental appropria-

tions be transmitted to the Congress.
